Atlanta charges one of the lowest per capita taxes of any large 
city in the nation, the U.S. Department of Commerce announced 


Tuesday. 


Of the 23 cities in the 250,000- 
900,000 population bracket, only 
five ranked below Atlanta in the 
average tax charged per person. 


On an average, Atlantans last 
year paid $39.10 each to foot the 
bill of city government, city 
schools, bond retirement and other 
city services. That was only $3.74 
per person more than 10 years 
ago. 


By comparison, the roughest per 
capita tax bill in the group of 23 
cities was charged by Newark, 
N.J., a staggering $178.73 average.

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Let School Studies 
Consider All Angles 


State School Supt. Claude Purcell’s 
13 recommendations for improving in- 
struction in Georgia schools, to be pre- 
sented at a joint meeting of the State 
Board of Education and the State Board 
of Regents today, are all good in prin- 
ciple. 

The objectives outlined for strength- 
ening teacher education courses, studying 
teacher certification methods, improving 
salaries and public attitudes and under- 
standing of educational problems all are 
desirable. 

There are many discouraging aspects 
concerning the future of Georgia educa- 
tion. But most encouraging is the inten- 
sive self-examination now going on by 
educators, legislators and laymen of the 
state’s program. The study of the Mini- 
mum Foundation Program in light of to- 
day’s needs, the Jernigan Committee in- 
vestigations, the inquiring mood ex- 
pressed in Dr. Purcell’s 13 points—all of 
these should be productive of good. 

Dr. Purcell again mentions the desir- 
ability of raising average teacher pay by 
$1,000 a year. He asks for support. But it 
seems to us that the whole fundamental 
question of school financing is due for 
intensive study and possible overhaul. 

There is something wrong with a sys- 
tem which penalizes local systems for in- 
creasing local support. There is something 
wrong with methods which discourage 
local effort and tax equalization. 

This year the state will pay about 72 
per cent of the total cost of public edu- 
cation—third from the top among the 
states. In local support we are fifth from 
the bottom. If this spread could be re- 
duced to something approximating the 
national average, our total performance 
could be greatly improved. 

At any rate, these recommendations 
and studies are welcomed. From them 
may come the tough, constructive think- 
ing at all levels which is necessary in 
meeting the immediate and future needs 
of education in the state.

Cities Won't Miss Slice 
Of Pie They Don’t Get 


State Treasurer George Hamilton said 
yesterday that it is a mistake for cities 
“to get dependent” on a higher level of 
government for money. 

The higher level he had in mind was 
the state. He pointed out that if money 
is collected in a city, turned over to the 
state and then returned to the city, “a 
slice will be taken out in the handling.” 
Cities should have, instead, fields of taxa- 
tion solely theirs, he said. 

That’s no doubt true, but the catch is 
that there are just too few areas of taxa- 
tion left open and free to cities. Property, 
income and sales are already taxed by the 
state. (City income and sales taxes have 
been tried other places. They should only 
be regarded as a last ditch measure.) 

As to getting “dependent” on the state 
for some revenue, there’s little danger of 
that happening to a city in 159-county 
Georgia. 

There is obvious need and desirabil- 
ity for some of the taxes now being col- 
lected in cities by the state (gasoline tax, 
for example) to be returned to the city. 

Atlantans would, of course, lose that 
handling “slice.” The truth is, though, 
that right now we’re losing the slice and 
the pie it’s cut from, too.

It was unfortunate that Sen. Lyn- 
don Johnson’s trip through Georgia could 
not have been better timed.

WASHINGTON—One of the chief causes of 
the general surprise that Sen. Johnson of Texas 
agreed to run for vice president on the Demo- : 
cratic ticket this year was the plank of the Los Ang 


legislation that excluded this 
agency, and his personal voting 
record strongly implied basic op- 
position to this most extreme of 
equal rights proposals. 

But in the second of his two 
television appearances over the 
weekend the senator said he was 
committed to this and everything 
else in the Los Angeles platform. 
And, though he equated the con- 
cept of a statutory FEPC with the 
President’s 1959 request that Con- 
gress give statutory authority to 
the existing President’s Commit- 
tee on Fair Employment Prac- 
tices, the difference between the 
two is fundamental in fact and in 
political philosophy. 

That difference is this: The ex- 
isting executive committee has 
non-compulsory jurisdiction, and 
only over complaints of discrimi- 
nation in the hiting of labor by 
holders of contracts for govern- 
ment projects. But the federal 
FEPC pledged in the Democratic 
platform would have statutory and 
compulsive authority and this 
would be extended to the hiring 
of labor in private business.

Take 4 or 5 stitches 
through each hole, bringing the 
last stitch through the right side 
but not through the button. Re- 
move pin; lift the button; wind 
the thread tightly around the 
stitch to form a shank. The 
length of the shank is deter- 
mined by the thickness of the 
fabric.

In the little Greek hill town 
of Kastoria, a Creamy eved 
littie boy slept under the 
warmth of fur skin because 
there were no blankets and 
dreamed of following his fa- 
ther’s trade.

Cafeteria Closed, 


Judge Points Out 


U.S. District Judge Boyd Sloan 
dismissed a suit Tuesday that 
sought to desegregate the cafe- 
teria in the Georgia Capitol. 


Judge Sloan said the cafeteria 
had been closed and there ‘“‘ap- 
pears to be no likelihood” that the 
facility will open again, so it would 
serve no useful purpose to order 
integration there. 


The suit was filed by Jesse L. 
Douglas and William H. Wiggins, 
Negroes, who charged they were 
denied service in the cafeteria be- 
cause of their race during a sit- 
down demonstration March 15. 


Similar suits. against the City 
Hall and Fulton County Court- 
house cafeterias are pending. 
These facilities are still in ope- 
ration. 


Five days after the Negroes 
filed their suit, Gov. Vandiver can- 
celed the lease of the operator 
and ordered the place to shut 
down in 30 days.

This is called vitiligo (‘vih-tih- 
LYE-go) and consists of areas in 
the skin which do not have pig- 
ment, or color, cells. It happens 
among people of all colors, and 
the cause is not known. Some- 
times, however, these spots have 
appeared where the skin has been 
damaged by severe sunburn or 
some other form of injury. Other 
times — no detectable reason. 


Vitiligo is a nuisance. It im- 
pairs your appearance, and it 
makes people say, ‘‘What hap- 
pened to your skin?” to which 
you have no ready answer, be- 
cause nobody knows. But it isn’t 
dangerous to health. 

Treatment: Usually covering 
the light spots with cosmetics. 
Walnut juice, an old method to 
stain the light spots, is still good.

“My men are not dead,”’ said Stengel. ““‘We may not talk too 
much but we are pretty good, too, especially before the last two 
games. I hope we're a little alive for you tomorrow.”

CHICAGO (UPI) — The Illinois 
Central Railroad Tuesday an- 


nounced it has applied for Inter- 
state Commerce Commission au- 
thority to gain stock control of 
the Louisville and Nashville Rail- 
road. 


The commission recently gave 
the IC permission to intervene in 
a proposed merger of the Atlantic 
Coast Line, which owns one-third 
of the Louisville and Nashville 
stock, and the Seaboard Airline 
Railroad. 


The Illinois Central contended a 
merger of these two railroads 
with continued control of the 
Louisville and Nashville would be 
detrimental to the competitive po- 
sition of the IC and would ad- 
versely affect its service. As a 
condition of the merger, the IC 
requested the Atlantic Coast Line 
sell its holdings in the Louisville 
and Nashville to the Illinois Cen- 
tral. 


The IC application said many 
economies and duplicate facilities 
of both the Illinois Central and 
the Louisville and Nashville could 
be affected if the acquisition took 
place. The Illinois Central op- 
erates 6,500 miles of railroad in 
14 states and the Louisville and 
Nashville 5,695 miles in 11 states.
